Wool, of all sorts, was imported from Cape Colony into the 
United Kingdom to the value of 2,687,000/. in 1904, as compared 
with 3,031,000/. in 1903, 3,148,000/. in 1902, 2,437,000. in 1901, 
and 1,589,000/. in 1900. The other principal imports from Cape 
Colony consist of ostrich feathers, copper, and hides and skins. 
The exports to Cape Colony consist of iron wrought and unwrought, 
machinery, cotton piece-goods, coal, leather, wrought and un- 
wrought, provisions of all sorts, and manufactured articles, especially 
apparel and haberdashery. 
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Natal.—Sheep or lambs’ wool is the principal article imported 
into the United Kingdom from Natal, and formed 43 per cent. of 
the total value of the imports in 1904 as compared with 59 per 
cent. in 1903. The exports to Natal are similar to those to Cape 
Colony, with the exception that coal is a small item, a consider- 
able quantity being produced in the Colony itself. 


British East Africa (including the Protectorates of British 
Somaliland, Zanzibar and Pemba, the East Africa Protectorate, 
the Uganda Protectorate, and British Central Africa).—42 per 
cent. of the imports into the United Kingdom consists of ivory 
and rubber ; while cottons, coal, iron wrought and unwrought, and 
provisions comprise the principal exports. 


British West Africa (consisting of Gambia, Sierra Leone, Gold 
Coast, Lagos, and the Niger Protectorate).—The values of the

Egypt.—The trade of the United Kingdom with Egypt shows 
considerable progress, the total value having risen from 18,745,0001. 
in 1900 to 22,734,000/. in 1904. During this period the imports 
from Egypt into the United Kingdom have risen from 12,586,0001. 
to 14,302,000/., and the exports to Egypt from the United Kingdom 
from 6,159,000/. to 8,432,000. The increase in the value of the 
imports is chiefly due to much larger shipments of Egyptian 
cotton, the total value of which rose from 9,066,0007. in 1900 to 
11,051,000/. in 1904, forming in the latter year more than 77 per 
cent. of the total value of the imports. Of the remaining 23 per 
cent., nearly 13 per cent. is accounted for by the trade in cotton 
seed, which, however, is declining, the imports being valued at 
1,830,000/. in 1904, as against 2,320,000/. in 1900. The United 
Kingdom exported to Egypt in 1904 coal of the value of

1,446,0001., cotton goods to the value of 3,215,000/., iron (wrought 
and ‘unwrought) to the value of 636,000/., machinery (including 
steam engines) to the value of 645,000/., and manufactured goods 
in general. 


French Africa (consisting of Algeria and Tunis in the North, 
French Somaliland on the East Coast, and, in the west, Senegal, 
Guinea, Ivory Coast, Dahomey, the French Soudan, and the 
French \Ociians the two latter comprising a very large amount of 
unexplored hinterland in the neighbourhood of Lake Tchad and 
the Western Sahara).—The imports from Algeria and Tunis 
consist largely of esparto and other vegetable fibres, phosphates, iron 
ore, and (in the case of Tunis) barley: the exports to those countries 
are chiefly made up of coal, machinery and (in the case of Tunis) 
cotton goods. Caoutchouc forms 77 per cent. of the imports from 
the French Possessions in West Africa into the United Kingdom, 
and cotton goods 62 per cent. of the exports (see table on next page). 


German Africa.—The trade of the United Kingdom with the 
German Possessions in Africa (viz., Togo and Cameroons on the 
West Coast, and the German East African and South-West 
African Protectorates) is unimportant. The total value of the 
imports from German Africa, consisting of caoutchouc, palm oil, 
ivory, and the ordinary African produce, amounted in 1904 to 
89,000/., while the aggregate value of the exports to all the 
German Possessions in the same year reached a sum of only 
143,0001. 


Portuguese Africa.—The total trade with Portuguese Possessions 
in Africa, both in the East and West coasts, shows a falling-off 
in' 1904.as compared with 1903; the imports increased from 
126,000/. to 155,0001., but the exports decreased from 2,975,0001. 
to 2,293,000/.. The latter decrease is chiefly due to smaller 
shipments of iron, wrought and unwrought (476,000/. as against 
884,000/.), apparel (60,000/. as against 109,000/.), and cotton goods 
(114,000/. as against 247,000.) to Portuguese East Africa. 

There is nothing specially worthy of remark with regard to the 
trade of the United Kingdom with Morocco, Tripoli, Spanish 
Africa (t.e., Rio del Oro, Fernando Po, Spanish Morocco ports, and 
Spanish Guinea), Liberia, and other parts of West Africa and the 
Independent State of the Congo. ‘The usual tropical produce is im- 
ported from the countries near the equator, while agricultural 
produce (corn, eggs and fruit) forms the greater portion of the 
goods from Morocco, and esparto and other fibres from Tripoli. It 
may be noted that an important article of import from Liberia is 
fibre (especially piassava) for brush making—the value of the 
imports of this article into the United Kingdom from Liberia in 
1904 having amounted to 32,000/., or nearly 51 per cent. of the 
total. 
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The exports to all the above-named places are for the most part 
composed of cotton goods of all sorts. 

As regards Abyssinia, the figures in Tables A and B can hardly 
be said to represent the total trade of that country with the 
United Kingdom, a considerable quantity of the goods imported 
and exported being doubtless entered under the heads of British 
or French Somaliland. 


Trade in Cotton Piece-Goods. 


Cotton piece-goods, as mentioned above, form the staple export 
from the United Kingdom to Africa, except, perhaps, in some of the 
French Possessions (such as Algeria) and in the Portuguese Colonies, 
where a protective Tariff favours the product of the mother country. 
The following table shows the value of the exports of British cottons 
from the United Kingdom to the African Continent in each of the

PROPOSED DEVELOPMENT OF TEXTILE INDUSTRY 
OF HUNGARY. 

The following particulars relating to the proposed development 
of the textile industry of Hungary are extracted from a report by 
the French Consul-General at Budapest, based on a memorandum 
drawn up by the Hungarian Minister of Commerce and presented 
to Pariiament. 

The textile industry is placed in the front rank amongst those 
in the programme outlined for the development of national indus- 
try. In particular, the spinning and weaving of hemp and flax, 
the woollen industry, the spinning and weaving of cotton, and the 
silk industry are mentioned. 

Raw material for the hemp and linen industries will always be 
available in the quantities needed, as the Ministry of Agriculture 
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is interesting itself in the cultivation of hemp and flax. At 
present spinning mills working Hungarian hemp furnish 18 per 
cent. of the country’s needs, and it will therefore be particularly 
useful to develop, in existing factories, the production of yarn 
for the finer fabrics. 

It will also be important to establish a large flax spinning mill, 
in order to supply native weavers at least with low number 
threads. The starting of two mills is under consideration, one 
with 1,500 spindles and the other to commence with 1,500, but 
later to be doubled in capacity. The establishment of a linen 
twine manufactory is considered equally likely to succeed. Linen 
thread is imported from the United Kingdom and Belgium, but 
can easily be produced in Hungary, the native flax being con- 
sidered very suitable. As to linen fabrics, it is the production of 
finer grades which it will be necessary to encourage ; the output 
of coarser qualities having already made sufficient progress. As 
regards linen yarn, it is estimated that 6,900 spindles will be 
necessary to provide the total needs of the country; at present 
only 2,800 spindles are in existence. 

A calculation of the annual consumption of hempen and linen 
cloths shows that 46,000 spindles, and 2,500 mechanical looms 
would be necessary to supply the same, whereas the national 
industry only possesses 5,800 spindles and 884 looms. 

In the woollen industry there is room for a few manufactories 
of cloth for the peasantry, as well as a combed wool mill, in order 
to turn to account the finer wools. The manufacture of dress 
goods, fichus, and knitted goods should also give good results. 
The manufacture of coarse cloth calls for attention, as the work is 
easy and the importation of the article large. 

The annual consumption of woollen yarn is estimated to require 
74,000 spindles, and of woollen cloths 380,000 spindles, and 4,500 
mechanical looms; only 30,000 spindles and 750 looms, respec- 
tively, are in existence. The development of the manufacture of 
articles of woollen hosiery is looked upon as a necessary measure. 

In considering the cotton industry, the increased spinning of 
fine threads, such as are provided exclusively by Austria, is 
regarded as of first importance ; then, the weaving of table cloths, 
quilts, curtains, dress goods and linings, and fine cloths, the 
consumption of these articles showing a continuous increase over 
production. Additional spindles to the number of 202,000 are 
estimated to be needed to supply the total consumption of cotton 
yarn, whilst in order to supply the total consumption of cotton 
cloths one million spindles would be necessary, and 40,000 
mechanical looms. ‘The numbers existing are 113,000 spindles 
and 4,400 looms. 

It. is thought desirable to have at Budapest a large bleaching, 
dyeing, and dressing establishment, which would undertake work 
for all the spinners and weavers in the country. 
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PROPOSED MEASURES FOR THE DEVELOPMENT OF 
THE ITALIAN MERCANTILE MARINE. 


According to the “Bulletin” of the French Chamber of 
Commerce at Milan, the Commission appointed by the Italian 
Government to enquire into the best methods of developing the 
mercantile marine of that country has concluded its report. 
One of its most interesting features is the proposed establish- 
ment of an institution to grant shipbuilders and shipping 
companies loans at a low rate of interest for the purchase and 
construction of steamers. ‘The amount of the loans which this 
institution would be authorised to grant would depend on the 
importance of the lines for which the new vessels are destined. 
The loans would be repaid in quarterly instalments, the first 
instalment becoming due six months after the purchase or launch 
of the vessel for which the loan is required. 

Special regulations are proposed respecting the purchase abroad 
of vessels out of the loans granted by this institution, as well as 
vessels for mail or other services enjoying subsidies. It -is 
suggested that these may be purchased abroad :— 

1. If it is impossible to obtain from any first rate Italian 
shipbuilding yard delivery within the following periods: 
14 months for steamers of the value of 1,200,000 lire (about 
48,0000.) or less; 18 months for steamers of values ranging from 
1,400,000 lire (about 56,000/.) to 3,200,000 lire (about 128,000.) ; 
26 months for steamers costing more than 3,200,000 lire and less 
than 5,000,000 lire (about 200,000/.); and 30 months for steamers 
of the value of 5,000,000 lire and upwards. ‘These periods are 
to be reckoned from the date of the contract, with an allowance 
of two months for drawing up plans and submitting estimates. 

2. If the Italian yards quote a price 5 per cent. higher than 
that quoted by any other first rate foreign yard. In this latter 
case a specially appointed commission will decide as to the 
placing of the contract: from the decision of this commission 
_ there will be no appeal. 

It is further suggested that shipbuilders be allowed to import 
free of duty turbines and any other type of machinery which cannot 
be constructed in Italy, and that contractors who undertake to 
. furnish several vessels of one type may have one in every four ves- 
sels constructed abroad and still enjoy the benefits of the credit 
institution. Vessels of more than 4,000 tons, for which a loan has 
been granted at the full rate of interest, may be constructed either 
in Italy or abroad, but in the event of recourse being had to foreign 
yards by a contractor who has had a loan at a reduced rate of interest 
granted him by the credit institution, it is proposed that five per 
cent. of the amount disbursed abroad be handed over to the reserve 
fund of the institution. 

The report of the Commission is now being considered by 
the Italian Government, and a project of law embodying such 
- suggestions as are approved will be submitted to Parliament. 
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TARIFF CHANGES 
AND CUSTOMS REGULATIONS. 


BRITISH INDIA, 


The Board of Trade have received, through the India Office, a copy 
of a Customs Resolution (No. 5,528 of 3rd 
Baggage October, 1905) notifying that the Government 

of India have recently had under consideration 
the “ Rules, for the exemption of passengers’ baggage from Customs 
duty” which were issued with the Resolution No. 3,995 8.R., of 
19th January, 1904.* 

It is stated that these rules have not in practice been found 
sufficiently definite to preclude the growth of considerable diversity 
in their application at the various Customs ports, and the con- 
cessions granted have been abused to a considerable extent by 
certain sections of the travelling public. 

The Government of India are of opinion, after consulting the 
Maritime Local Governments, that the present rules are unduly 
liberal, and they have decided that they should now be revised in 
such a manner that, while adequately safeguarding the revenue 
and affording reasonable protection for traders resident in India, 
the practice in respect of the examination of baggage will not be 
so rigid as to occasion undue inconvenience to passengers. 

The appended rules, which will in future be printed at the foot 
of all baggage declarations, have accordingly been framed, and will 
come into force at all Customs Ports on 1st January, 1906 :— 


Passengers’ 


Rules for the exemption of passengers’ baggage from Customs duty. 


1. Baggage includes all packages accompanying and imported 
by a passenger for his personal use or for the use of members of 
his family travelling with him; provided that the articles are not 
for sale, that they do not form part of the cargo, and are not 
included in the manifest. 


2. Subject to the exception specified in Rule 4, all baggage, of 
whatsoever articles it may consist, will ordinarily be passed free of 
duty, provided that the number or quantity of each article in 
respect of which exemption is claimed is, in the opinion of the 
Collector of Customs, moderate and reasonable, having regard to 
the status and occupation in life of the passenger. 


3. In the case of troopships, the baggage of the passengers will 
be dealt with in the same way as if it had been imported by an 
ordinary liner. In this case, as there is no manifest, the Customs 
authorities should exercise their discretion in passing baggage in

respect of which exemption is claimed, if the quantity appears to 
be in excess of that ordinarily imported by passengers on private 
steamers. ‘This discretion should be exercised in such a manner 
that the treatment of passengers arriving by ordinary steamers 
and by troopships will be, as far as practicable, uniform. 


4. Duty must be paid on the following articles in all cases :-— 

(a) Pianos, pianolas, carriages, motor cars, and motor 
cycles. 

(6) Arms and ammunition, and all other articles 
enumerated in Schedule II. of the Indian Tariff Act, 1894 
(VIII. of 1894).+ 

(c) Alcoholic liquors exceeding two quarts in quantity, 
perfumed spirits exceeding one quart, and all other articles 
enumerated in Schedule III. of the Indian Tariff Act.+ 

(d) Cigars exceeding 100 in number, whether in opened or 
unopened boxes, and other tobacco exceeding 1 |b. in weight.

New Mining Law. the Foreign Office from H.M. Chargé dA ffaires 

at Caracas (Mr. P. C.Wyndham) transmitting an 
extract from the ‘Official Gazette” containing the text of a new 
mining law, together with translation of the same. Article 6 of 
this law provides that mining claims may be acquired by Vene- 
zuelans or by foreigners ; but the concessionnaire, or the company 
that may be organised for their working, even if he himself or one 
or all of the members of the company be foreigners, shall always be 
considered as Venezuelans, and shall be subject to the laws of the 
Republic and to the jurisdiction of its tribunals, for all business 
in reference to these “claims” and their working, and in no case 
or for no reason can they give rise to diplomatic action nor to 
international claims. 


Mr. Wyndham transmits also the translation of a decree granting 
a monopoly to Sefior E. A. Rendiles to import 
dynamite, &c.. Mr. Wyndham points out that 
this monepoly is likely to prove a further 
obstacle to the development of the mining industry.

The following extracts are taken from a report (dated Shiraz, 
22nd April, 1905) by Mr. A. G. Newcomen, President of the 
Indian Commercial Mission to Persia, received at the Board of 


Trade, through the India Office :— 


‘“ Manufacturers ought, in sending woollen cloth to the 
Persian markets, to bear in mind the fact that

“Till very recently the British manufacturers and shippers 
had the market here entirely in their own 


oe yoni hands, and Russian stuff was rarely seen 
aaa on the market. Now, however, Russia has 


begun sending her fabrics, and specially her 
prints down south in earnest, and the bazaars are full of Russian 
produce. The rush is an artificial one entirely, and every sale 
entails heavy loss to the Russian manufacturer and Government. 
The average loss by exchange alone is just now about 15 per cent., 
and to this must be added drawbacks and other accommodations and 
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Yarns and Textiles.

assisted freights. I am told that the Russian agents have raised 
their prices twice since they first began to turn Russian goods on to 
the Shiraz market, something less than two years ago. The Russian 
prints are copies of English designs, and lack finish somewhat, but 
the cloth, though narrow of width, is universally described as good, 
though more coarse by several wants than English, unloaded and 
dyed in fast colours. In ‘‘ Mexicans” and like stuffs Russia made 
an effort, but has failed absolutely. Since Russia began to work 
in Shiraz, British imports have fallen off by about 4,000 bales per 
annum, so I am informed.”

Castor Oil that the constant appearance of the castor oil 
Production plant as a weed in the waste lands of the Colony 
has more than once directed attention to the 

possibility of its profitable cultivation for commercial purposes, 

but nothing very definite ever seems to have been attempted. 

There are initial difficulties in the way and an industrial problem 

has to be faced as well; but when it is considered that the 

Railway Department of the Colony alone spends some 8,000/. 

a year on castor oil for lubricating purposes, it looks as though 

there should be some prospect of a fair return if the question 

were dealt with in a business-like manner. The “Journal” 
understands, that the Railway Department is prepared, if it could 
obtain a supply of suitable castor oil. produced in the Colony, to 
give a small preference in point of price over the imported 
article in order to encourage the industry. As a beginning an 
experiment as to the varieties most suitable is to be initiated

OTTOMAN EMPIRE. 

In the Consular report for 1904 on the trade of Smyrna (Foreign 
Use of Turkish Office, Annual Series, 3,467), it was stated 
National Emblem that the use of the Turkish emblem of the 
on a: thenhe thea star and crescent, jointly or separately, 

‘whether as a trade mark or design, had been 
prohibited; that representations in the proper quarters had been 
instrumental in procuring the partial removal of this hindrance ; 
but in the meantime, importers had to submit to the costly and 
troublesome ordeal of having the marks obliterated before the 
goods were delivered to them. The objection extended even to 
designs of native costumes used as a trade mark by a British firm 
exporting figs and raisins. 

Enquiries made of the British Consulate-General at Smyrna, 
as to the precise application of this order to marks already in use, 
elicited the following information :— 

“Goods hitherto freely imported through having, either as a 
trade mark or design, the national emblem of the star and 
crescent, or the star alone or the crescent alone, such emblem 
being the manufacturer’s recognised and long-established dis- 
tinctive mark, will alone be allowed to enter, all others bearing 
such emblem being excluded. The law is that trade marks or 
designs should not be such as to offend ‘ against public morals or 
public peace.’ In practice the prohibition has been extended 
further than is apparently warranted by the law. Thus, besides 
goods bearing the likeness of the Sultan, the prophet or any of the 
religious chiefs of Islam, or quotations from the sacred books, 
goods bearing the following, either as trade marks or designs, are 
also excluded: pictures of Turkish women, native picturesque 
Turkish costumes, figures of brigands, and anything suggestive of 
lawlessness in the country or revolutionary aspirations.” 





ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 
The “Review of the River Plate” (Buenos Aires) publishes 
a translation of the Argentine Finance 
Minister’s projected new monetary law and of 
the message sent to Congress therewith. It is 
proposed to adopt the ‘‘ Argentino” or franc as the new unit, 
in place of the old paper dollar of 100 cents or of the 44 cent 
gold dollar. Five gold coins are to be coined by the National 
Mint, of the value of 100, 50,20, 10 and 5 “‘ Argentinos” respectively ; 
two silver coins, of the value of 2 and 1 “ Argentinos” respectively ; 
and five nickel coins, of the value of 50, 25, 10, 5 and 24 centesi- 
mos respectively. 
There shall be no limit to the coining of gold, but the coining of 
nickel and silver shall not exceed ten ‘ Argentinos ” per inhabitant. 
The project, if sanctioned, is not to come into force at once, but 
in three years time; but three months after sanction all contracts 
are to have the equivalent mentioned in ‘“ Argentinos.”

The “ Japan Weekly Mail,” in an article on the foreign trade of 
Trade First Six Japan during the first half of 1905, says that 

Months of 1905, °2° of the most striking features of a com- 
parison with the corresponding periods of the 

two preceding years is the evidence it furnishes that Japan’s export 
trade grew sensibly in the case of China and Korea only. The 
increase in the value of these two countries’ purchases from Japan 
was over 18 million yen (56,000,000 yen in the first half of 1905 
against. 38,000,000 yen in the corresponding period of 1904), 
whereas every other country, with insignificant exceptions in the 
cases of Belgium and the United States, bought less than in the 
corresponding half-year of 1904. The net result was an increase 
of only 5 million yen, the total value of exports in the first half of

1905 being 143,000,000 yen as against 138,000,000 yen in the 
corresponding period of 1904. 

It would seem, says the “Mail,” that China and Korea are 
destined to be the great market for Japan’s produce and manufac- 
tures, and this will become even more pronounced when the 
products of the fisheries, newly acquired under the peace treaty, 
begin to find their way to the two neighbouring empires. The 
principal staples which Japan sells in ever-growing bulk to China 
and Korea are cotton yarns, cotton cloth, towels, matches, 
umbrellas, copper, porcelains, beer, and marine products. With 
regard to other countries the chief staples of export that showed a 
decline were habutaye (silk tissues), raw silk, tea, rice, camphor, 
vegetable wax, copper, straw-braid and coal. The United States, 
although they took less tea, straw-braid and camphor than usual, 
increased their purchases of raw silk, habutaye, fancy matting, 
porcelains, and lacquers. 








In the import trade the most notable fact is that the United 
States made increased sales to the extent of over 38 million yen ; 
England to the extent of 31 million yen ; and British India to the 
extent of 26 million yen. Thus these three countries together 
account for 95 million yen out of the total increase of 104 millions 
in the import trade, as will be seen from the following table :—

All the other countries—with the exception of Italy, Russia and 
British America—had some part in the increase, but in Germany’s 
case alone is the record at all considerable, 21,000,000 yen as 
compared with 14,000,000 yen. The augmented staples of Japan’s 
purchases from Eastern countries were raw cotton, wool, hemp, fur, 
skins, hides, cereals and fertilizers, in other words, chiefly materials 
for manufacture; while from Western countries her demand was 
mainly for manufactured articles, as piece-goods, machinery, &c.

Railway Accidents. Returns of Accidents and Casualties as 
reported to the Board of Trade by the several Railway Companies in 
the United Kingdom during the three months ending 30th June, 1905. 
[ Od. 2,748.] Price 1s. 2d. 


These returns show that during the three months ending 30th 
June, 1905, 241 persons were killed and 1,323 injured on railways 
in the United ‘Kingdom in the course of public traffic, the 
figures for the corresponding period of 1904 being 230 and 1 425 
respectively. 

Twenty persons were killed and 2,780 injured during the three 
months ending 30th June, 1905, as compared with 23 killed and 
2,631 injured during the corresponding period of 1904, in accidents 
which occurred upon railway premises but in which. the movement 
of vehicles used exclusively upon railways was not concerned. 

Reports by the inspecting officers, &c., of the Board of Trade 
upon certain accidents which were enquired into are appended to 


the returns. 


East .India (Trade). Review of the Trade of India in 1904-05.

This is the annual report of Mr. J. A. Robertson on the foreign 
trade of British India, dealing with the year ended 31st March, 
1905, which was issued a short time back as an Indian Govern- 
ment publication (see p. 469 of the ‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 
7th September, 1905). It has now been presented to Parliament 
as a command paper, and is obtainable in the same way as other 
Parliamentary publications. 


Statistical Abstract relating to British India from 1894-95 to 
1903-04.

This is the 39th number of the abstract which is issued annually 
by the India Office, and contains, in a summary form, official 
statistics relating to the area and population, finance, trade, 
commerce, railways, agriculture, irrigation works, &c., of British 
India. 

A statement of the rates of import duty levied in British India 
and of the countervailing duties on bounty -fed sugar, corrected up 
to Slst August, 1900, is “appended to the volume. 


Banking, Railway and Shipping Statistics, Ireland (June, 1905).

This is the half-yearly report on the banking, railway and 
shipping statistics of Ireland, issued by the Department of 
Agriculture and Technical Instruction for Ireland, and deals with 
the period ended 30th June last.

On the same date the estimated amount in the Post Office Savings 
Bank in Ireland was 10,037,000/., as compared with 9,685,000. 
The receipts of Irish railways during the first half of the present 
year show a decrease of 7,023/. as compared with the first six 
months of 1904, the totals being 1,871,509/. and 1,878,5321. 


Report on the Sea and Inland Fisheries of Ireland for 1904. 
Part I.—General Report. [| Cd. 2,733.| Price 1s. 3d. 


According to this report the total quantity of sea fish (other 
than shell fish) captured in 1904 was 951,836 cwts., valued at 
344,1541. In 1903 the corresponding figures were 838,412 cwts. 
and 376,0491. Including shell fish, the total value was 393,6301., 
and for 1903, 427,800. 

There were 6,221 vessels engaged in the sea fisheries in 1904, 
as compared with 6,235 in 1903, whilst 23,901 men and 462 boys 
were employed, being 305 men and 65 boys less than in the 
previous year.

Sources of Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin ; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, and intended for general information, is conveyed to the 
public.

India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian’ Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are’ kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 


Canada.—'T'he Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘‘ Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial commu- 
nity. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 


Cape of Good Hope—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have opened offices at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the 
purpose of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, which will be 
under the direction of the Agent-General for the Cape of Good 
Hope. 

Mr, Lewis Atkinson, who has been appointed Commercial 
Agent, attends daily to deal with enquiries on all Commercial and 
Trade matters connected with Cape Colony. 


Queensland.—For the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in con- 
nection with Queensland. 

A Reading Room will also be provided in which maps, 
directories, statutes, Government Teports, and other publications 
of the State canbe seen.
